A dangerous compulsive 
disorder spilling out from 
the doorways and fences 
of homes around Edmon¬ 
ton has become a high pri¬ 
ority for bylaw officials, 
and is costing offenders 
more than ever before. 

“We’ve all been taught 
not to waste. People like to 
hold on to things, but 
hoarders have an emotion¬ 
al link to their garbage,” 
Edmonton 1-800-GOT-JUNK 
owner Jason Seguin said. 

A topic popularized by 
the A&E show Hoarders 
isn’t limited to the U.S. 
homes featured on the 
show, but is an ever-increas¬ 


ing issue to local enforce¬ 
ment officials. 

In 2009, the city issued 
over 700 tickets to owners 
of unsightly and untidy 
properties who were 
warned, but didn’t clean 
up. Of those, 167 proper¬ 
ties were cleaned by city 
crews after noncompli¬ 
ance. Cleanup bills, rang¬ 
ing between $200 and 
$20,000, were added to of¬ 
fending homeowners’ 
property taxes. 

Many hoarders, city en¬ 
forcement spokesman 


Ryan Pleckaitis said, are re¬ 
peat offenders. Some have 
had property forcibly 
cleared by the city up to 20 
times. Though bylaws 
achieve 90 per cent com¬ 
pliance, he says focus on 
the problem was recently 
enhanced to deal with 
chronic bylaw breakers. 

Seguin’s crews are often 
knee-deep in the dirty lit¬ 
tle secret. The company 
has gutted local homes 
with floor-to-ceiling trash 
piles, the most severe re¬ 
quiring 28 trucks to haul 


away. 

A 2009 study conducted 
by the Seniors Association 
of Greater Edmonton 
(SAGE) determined the 
condition predominantly 
affects elderly women, of¬ 
ten as a result of mental ill¬ 
ness, or precipitated by 
loss. SAGE currently coun¬ 
sels hoarders, though its 
program is at capacity. If 
funding is approved by the 
end of Januaiy, more will 
be offered help. 

“The sad thing is, hoard¬ 
ers are often embarrassed 
and don’t have the means 
to get rid of the problem. 
We often don’t get to it un¬ 
til the person has passed 
on,” Seguin said. 

“For us to do that job for 
them is priceless.”

CRASH A man is dead, three 
people are in hospital, and 
a teenage driver is in cus¬ 
tody after a car jammed 
full of people rolled sever¬ 
al times in the city’s west 
end early Thursday morn¬ 
ing. 

Witnesses said the driv¬ 
er of a white Pontiac 
Grand Am heading west 
on Stony Plain lost control 
as the car approached 231 
Street. At least one passen¬ 
ger was ejected from the 
car after it rolled several 
times. 

When police arrived 
around 6 a.m., three 
women and three men 
were found injured at the 
crash site. The teenage 
driver ran from the scene 
following the single-vehi¬ 
cle collision. 

One man was treated on 
scene and the remaining 
five passengers were taken 
to hospital. One of the 
male passengers was pro¬ 
nounced dead on arrival. 

An EPS canine unit 
scoured the nearby neigh¬ 
bourhood for the driver. 

As the team was 
searching, an officer spot¬ 
ted the suspect at a 
convenience store on 107 
Avenue and 215 Street. 

Police were on scene 
most of Thursday, investi¬ 
gating and interviewing 
witnesses. 

Both alcohol and speed 
are considered factors in 
the crash, and charges 
against the 17-year-old 
driver are expected.

Government disbands 
northern school board 

'Seismic shift' needed to save students: Alta. 


The Alberta government 
has taken the unusual step 
of disbanding a northern 
school board, saying a 
''seismic shift” is needed 
to save a generation of 
largely aboriginal 
students from a morass of 
poor test scores and high 
drop-out rates. 

All 23 members of the 
Northland School Division 
have been replaced by an 
official trustee, Colin Kelly, 
who has a background in 
aboriginal education. Edu¬ 
cation Minister Dave Han¬ 
cock announced Thursday. 


Previous action 

• It's the first time in a 
decade the province has tak¬ 
en such action. It disbanded 
a public school board in Cal¬ 
gary in 1999 after calling it 
"dysfunctional." 

Despite years of working 
with the board to tiy to im¬ 
prove its educational pro¬ 
grams, student perform¬ 
ance was still the poorest 
in the province and no so¬ 
lutions were imminent, 
Hancock said. That forced 


the government to invoke 
a rarely used power under 
the School Act that allows 
the province to intervene. 

The school division 
serves more than 2,800 stu¬ 
dents in largely rural com¬ 
munities. 

Last October, a provincial 
accountability report 
found that slightly fewer 
than 20 per cent of stu¬ 
dents in the division were 
completing high school 
within three years, com¬ 
pared to over 70 per cent in 
the rest of the province.

ENERGY Canadian Natural 
Resources Ltd. expects to 
give the green light to two 
of its oilsands projects late 
this year, the vice-chairman 
of the Calgary-based compa¬ 
ny told a CIBC investor con¬ 
ference Thursday. 

The big oil, gas and oil¬ 
sands operator will spend 


the next several months 
working on the design of 
the Horizon oilsands mine’s 
second phase to ensure its 
size is manageable, said 
John Langille. 

The first phase of Horizon 
began churning out syn¬ 
thetic crude oil just rmder a 
year ago. The company ex¬ 


pects production rates to 
reach 110,000 barrels of oil 
per day around the middle 
of this year. 

Canadian Natural Re¬ 
sources is also close to start¬ 
ing work on its Kirby proj¬ 
ect, about 85 kilometres 
northeast of Lac La Biche,

Infrastructure funds 
still needed: Mayors 

Stimulus funds will help bring down debt

Canada's big city mayors 
are urging the federal 
government to keep bil¬ 
lions of dollars in 
infrastructure money 
flowing as the country 
enters a new era of 
restraint. 

They want Ottawa to ex¬ 
tend the $4-billion federal 
infrastructure stimulus 
fund for at least six 
months past the current 
March 2011 deadline — 
and consider more fund¬ 
ing even as it looks to 
save money elsewhere. 

They’re also urging the 
government to resist the 
urge to cut other pro¬ 
grams — including the 
gas tax fund and GST re¬ 
bates — that help munici¬ 
palities build and repair 
roads, bridges, sewer sys¬ 
tems and other infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

The mayors argue that 
spending on infrastruc¬ 
ture will actually help the 
government erase the 
$ 56-billion deficit racked 
up since last year’s reces¬ 
sion, creating jobs, 
spurring economic 

growth and generating 
revenue to fill depleted 
federal coffers. 

“The best way to fight 
federal deficits is to have 
people working and pay¬ 
ing income and sales tax¬ 


es,” said Toronto Mayor 
David Miller. 

Infrastructure projects 
to improve things like 
public transit not only 
create construction jobs, 
he said, they help foster a 
more positive, productive 
environment for busi¬ 


ness, “which in itself cre¬ 
ates jobs.” 

Regina Mayor Pat Fiacco 
agreed that infrastructure 
funding “more than pays 
for itself” and must not 
be sacrificed on the altar 
of restraint.

“It feels magnificent,” 
said Roel Eefting as he shot 
video of the newly-adopted 
son he had met minutes 
earlier. 

Jersen was one of 123 
children, aged from two 
months to seven years, 
flown to the Netherlands 
Thursday. They arrived on a 
plane chartered by the 
Dutch government and two 
adoption agencies to airlift 
children out of Haiti to new 
lives in the Netherlands and 
Luxembourg. None of the 
children was hurt in last 
week’s earthquake. But 
Macky Schouten, head of 
the Netherlands Adoption 
Foundation, said it was diffi¬ 
cult getting them from 
their orphanages in Haiti to 


the choked Port-Au-Prince 
airport. 

“They had to come from 
different houses in a situa¬ 
tion that was veiy danger¬ 
ous,” she said. The children 


were accompanied on the 
flight by medics and psy¬ 
chologists trained to deal 
with post traumatic stress, 
Schouten said.

One horror after another in Haiti

PORT-AU-PRINCE Workers are 
carving out mass graves on 
a hillside north of Haiti’s 
capital, using earth-movers 
to buiy 10,000 people in a 
single day even as relief 
workers warn that Haitians 
are still d 5 dng of injuries 
from the Jan. 12 quake for 
lack of medical care. 

Clinics have 12-day wait¬ 
ing lists for patients, 
crushed arms and legs are 
festering and makeshift 
camps that have sprung up 
in parks, streets and vacant 
lots now house an estimat¬ 
ed 500,000 people, many in 
need of food and water. 

“The next health risk 
could include outbreaks of 
diarrhea, respiratoiy tract 
infections and other dis¬ 
eases among hundreds of 


thousands of Haitians living 
in overcrowded camps with 
poor or nonexistent sanita¬ 
tion,” said Dr. Greg Elder, 
deputy operations manager 
for Doctors Without Bor¬ 
ders in Haiti. 

The death toll is estimat¬ 
ed at 200,000, according to 
Haitian government fig¬ 
ures, with 80,000 buried in 
mass graves. The commis¬ 
sion now estimates two mil¬ 
lion are homeless. 

North of Port-au-Prince, 
burial workers said the 
macabre task of handling 
the never-ending flow of 
bodies was traumatizing. 

“I have seen so many chil¬ 
dren, so many children. I 
cannot sleep at night and, if 


I do, it is a constant night¬ 
mare,” said Foultone Fe¬ 
quiert, his face covered 
with a T-shirt against the 
overwhelming stench. 

Joseph St. Juste and his 
five-year-old daughter, Jes¬ 
sica, were among 50,000 
people spending their 
nights at a golf course un¬ 
der shelters of bed sheets or 
cardboard boxes. He is 
afraid to stay in his home 
because of the aftershocks. 

St. Juste, a 36-year-old bus 
driver, wakes up eveiy day 
and goes out to find food 
and water for his daughter. 

“I wake up for her,” he 
said. “I’ve got to get out of 
Haiti. There is no life in

Stolen Auschwitz sign returned 


POLAND The infamous Ar¬ 
beit Macht Frei sign stolen 
last month from 
Auschwitz and broken into 
three pieces was returned 
to the museum at the site 
of the Nazi death camp 
Thursday. 

Police — who had quick¬ 
ly recovered the damaged 
sign after its theft — gave 
it to museum officials at a 
brief ceremony in Krakow. 
It was then taken to the 
museum 80 kilometres 
away, where conservation 
experts examined the 
three dark steel pieces of 


the sign, whose C 5 mical 
Nazi slogan means Work 
Sets You Free. 

Thieves had cut up the 
sign at the site of the death 
camp the night of their 
heist to make it easier to 
transport in their getaway 
car. 

Five Polish suspects have 
confessed to stealing it on 
Dec. 18. However, officials 
are still seeking a suspect¬ 
ed neo-Nazi from Sweden 
who is believed to have or¬ 
dered the theft, possibly 
for a collector of Nazi 
memorabilia, prosecutors 


said. 

The sign has been exam¬ 
ined in recent weeks by po¬ 
lice forensic experts for ev¬ 
idence, and the museum’s 
conservationists will assess 
the damage and determine 
how to repair it, Auschwitz 
spokesman Pawel Sawicki 
said. 

“It’s a veiy long process,” 
Sawicki said, stressing that 
the sign would not be re¬ 
turned any time soon to its 
original spot above the 
main entrance at 
Auschwitz — if at all.

Canada's economic recov¬ 
ery is becoming more 
solidly entrenched with 
the private sector 
beginning to play an 
increasingly pivotal role in 
leading the country out of 
recession, the Bank of 
Canada said Thursday in 
its latest policy report. 

In a mildly upbeat assess¬ 
ment, the central bank’s 
quarterly outlook contains 
some upward revisions for 
growth in the United States, 
China, Europe and Japan 
that should help Canada’s 
battered exporters and 
manufacturing sector in the 
next two years. 


Economy grows 


• Canada's economy likely grew by 3.3 per cent in the last three 
months of 2009, the Bank of Canada says. For 2010, it will ad¬ 
vance by 2.9 per cent, followed by a 3.5 per cent pickup in 2011. 


And it says Canada’s econ¬ 
omy will grow faster going 
forward than expected, in 
part because it got off to such 
a slow start last summer. 

Overall, the central bank 
appears more optimistic 
about the sustainability of 
the recoveiy around the 
world, although it also cau¬ 
tions that risks of a stall in 
recoveiy remain.

Strategy of 
curling a draw 
for Martin 


He's among curling's elite 
now, but there was a time 
when Kevin Martin wasn't 
so sure it was the sport for 
him. 

A decent hockey player 
growing up, Martin was 
torn between the two 
sports when deciding 
where to go to college. 
Lethbridge or Medicine 
Hat for their hockey oppor¬ 
tunities or Edmonton’s 
Northern Alberta Institute 
of Technology to pursue 
curling. 

“My marks 
weren’t that 
good and 
thought 
maybe I’d only 
get into one of 
the schools 
and that 
would make 
up my mind 
for me,” Mar¬ 
tin said in a re¬ 
cent inter¬ 
view. “But 
then I got ac¬ 
cepted to all 
three so then I 
had to make a 
choice and ob¬ 
viously I went 
to NAIT to 
curl.” 

Martin, who 
threw his first 
rock at age 
seven, says he 
was won over 
by the strategy 
of curling. 

“It wasn’t an easy deci¬ 
sion. I still love hockey,” 
says Martin. “I’m a big 
hockey fan, I love watch¬ 
ing it, but I just got deep 
into curhng and it gets in 
your blood. Curling is kind 
of like golf that way — 
once you get bitten by it, 
boy, you really enjoy it. 

“It’s all about strategy 
and angles. It’s a math 
game and so are curling 
and golf and snooker and 
even chess for that mat¬ 
ter.” 

Martin, a native of Kil- 
1am, Alta., who now curls 
out of Edmonton, has al¬ 
ways appreciated such 
challenges. A member of 
the chess club in high 
school, Martin also ex¬ 
celled at snooker as a 
youngster. 

He says he spent “hours 
and hours” playing the 
game at a local club and 
still picks up a pool cue on 
a regular basis. Golf is also 
a passion. 

But his choice of curling 
has paid off handsomely. A 
four-time Brier champion, 
Martin has 10 Grand Slam 
titles on the World Curling 
Tour and has led his teams 


to some $2 million in win¬ 
nings. He has represented 
Canada at two Olympics, 
winning silver in 2002 at 
Salt Lake City. 

Martin, 43, won his first 
Brier in 1991. Over the 
years, he has learned not 
to get too high or too low 
after winning or losing. 

“I don’t get upset with 
much anymore,” Martin 
says. “I would definitely 
take losses really hard 
when I was young, but you 
lose enough and you win 
enough that 
pretty soon 
you can take 
either. You 
can win 
properly or 
lose OK.” 

“Keeping 
yourself on 
an even keel 
I think is 
the best way 
to play 
sports, but 
it’s not easy 
to do that. It 
takes a lot of 
years to be 
able to do 
that.” 

That atti¬ 
tude ex¬ 
plains Mar¬ 
tin’s cool 
take on his 
Olympic sil¬ 
ver. 

“You try 
your best and unfortunate¬ 
ly it didn’t work out and 
yeah, it was a tough loss to 
take, but there’s nothing 
you can do with these 
things,” he says. 

“So no I don’t think I 
overreacted to it, but it 
sure makes you try hard 
and train as hard again to 
get back.” 

Martin, considered one 
of the favourites in the 
Olympic field, heads to 
Vancouver with a team 
chosen with the Games in 
mind. 

He and third John Mor¬ 
ris, second Marc Kennedy 
and lead Ben Hebert have 
an easy camaraderie on 
the ice. 

“I wanted a team that 
could play strong and con¬ 
sistent with a four-year 
plan of trying to get to Van¬ 
couver,” ire says. 

“That was definitely part 
of it.” 

Martin’s silver in 2002 is 
one of three medals for 
Canada in men’s curling. 
Mike Harris also captured 
silver in 1998 at Nagano 
while Brad Gushue won 
gold four years ago in 
Turin.

“It would be easy to get 
caught up in the sadness 
of those who won’t expe¬ 
rience the Games. But it 
makes me appreciate the 
team we have.

There’s also an unfin¬ 
ished story to tell and 
even on a phone, thou¬ 
sands of miles away, I can 
sense Brydon believes 
there can be a happy end¬ 
ing. 

“I’m totally prepared,” 
she stresses.

Mel Gibson returns to act¬ 
ing with Edge of Darkness, 
his first lead role since 
2002’s Signs.

“I walked away from it af¬ 
ter Signs because I just felt 1 
was a bit stale.

mits. “1 or¬ 
dered a chiro¬ 
practor for the 
day after, because 
knew I was going 
to wake up hke road- 
kill, and 1 did,” he says. 
“You don’t bounce back as 
quick as you used to, and 
that guy’s 25 and he’s tak¬ 
ing it easy on me. It’s not a 
pleasant experience.” 


Gibson’s next film. The 
Beaver, co-starring and di¬ 
rected by Jodie Foster, 
sounds much less physical 
— and a lot quirkier. “It’s 
about a guy who’s chnically 
depressed,” Gibson ex¬ 
plains. “Circumstances 
somehow dictate that he 
finds himself with a ratty 
beaver hand puppet on his 
arm, and he manages to 


kind of save himself and his 
hfe and his family and 
everything by expressing 
himself through this hand 
puppet, because that’s all 
he can do.”

Much like with The Pas¬ 
sion of the Christ and 
Apocalypto, Gibson plans 
on using historically accu¬ 
rate language. 

“1 think it’s going to be 
Enghsh — the English that 
would have been spoken 
back then — and Old 
Norse,” he says. 

“Whatever the ninth 
century had to offer. I’m 
going to give you real. 1 
want a Viking to scare you. 
I want to see somebody 
who 1 have never seen be¬ 
fore speaking low, guttural 
German who scares the liv¬ 
ing s— out of me coming 
up to my house.”

REVIEW It must be tough 
being Dwayne Johnson. 
The man is a decent 
comedic actor and has 
right physical stature to be 
an action lead. 

Unfortunately he made 
his name as the profession¬ 
al wrestler The Rock and 
that’s a hard image to 
shake. 

He might not be credited 
as The Rock on movie 
posters an 5 nnore, but audi¬ 
ences haven’t forgotten and 
his projects are suitably 
lowbrow. 

Johnson has taken Hulk 
Hogan’s crown as the pre¬ 
miere former wrestler 
turned awlcward family 
film leading man. Johnson’s 
latest cinematic misstep is 
Tooth Fairy and it just 
might be his lowest mo¬ 
ment yet. 

No less than six credited 
writers were needed to 
bring this film to life and 
sadly none of them came up 
with a decent joke. 

To be fair, it would be 
hard for anyone to mine 


laughs out of a concept that 
sees Johnson portray a vio¬ 
lent hockey player nick¬ 
named the Tooth Fairy (be¬ 
cause he knocks out so 
many teeth on the ice) who 
becomes an actual tooth 
fairy. 

Explaining how this hap¬ 
pens would make even less 
sense on paper than it does 
on screen, but the journey 
somehow allows him to 
connect with his girlfriend’s 
children. 

Tooth Fairy is a frustrat¬ 


ing film that should even ir¬ 
ritate youngsters. What’s 
odd is how many recogniza¬ 
ble actors turned up for the 
train wreck. 

Ashley Judd, Family Guy 
creator Seth Macfarlane, 
The Office co-creator 
Stephen Merchant, and 
even Julie Andrews all em¬ 
barrass themselves at some 
point during the proceed¬ 
ings.

REVIEW Creation’s the kind 
of emotional love story 
that should have audiences 
dabbing tears, while daz¬ 
zled from the sheer beauty 
of the look of it. 

But it’s hard to imagine 
that filmgoers will em¬ 
brace its story of faith ver¬ 
sus science and death set 
in a distant Victorian past, 
so it’s up to stellar per¬ 
formances and awesome 
cinematography to evolve 
into ticket sales. 

Naturalist Charles Dar¬ 
win (Paul Bettany) changed 
modern thought with the 
release of his ground 
breaking book On the Ori¬ 
gin of Species, the scientif¬ 
ic treatise that sent shock- 
waves through the 
“civilised” world with its 
premise that the world 
evolved naturally without 
God’s help. It followed 
years of studies which took 
him around the world to 
undiscovered exotic lo¬ 
cales where he formulated 
his theories. 

Emma Darwin (Bettany’s 
wife Jennifer Connelly) 
was a devout Christian 


who regarded them as 
blasphemous. Their philo¬ 
sophical conflict remained 
polite but the deaths of 
their infant son and, in the 
midst of Darwin’s scientif¬ 
ic endeavours, his 
favourite child Annie 
(Martha West) died, send¬ 
ing them both reeling. 

Darwin’s devastation ac¬ 
celerates the mental and 
physical strains of years of 
overwork and his efforts to 
calm himself through 
drugs and weird water 
cures widened the gap be¬ 
tween them. 

In all. Creation is a diffi¬ 
cult sell to easy going, 
pleasure seeking audiences 
who like their gratification 
instant and preferably in 
the here and now. 

Creation has its 

strengths; it is emotional 
without being sentimen¬ 
tal, clear headed, beautiful¬ 
ly directed and gorgeous to 
look at. Bettany’s bravura 
performance runs the 


gamut of joy, creativity, 
clarity, and extreme focus 
through to madness. His 
rawness in dealing with re¬ 
ality and his remaining 
children after Annie’s 
death is heart-tuggingly 
poignant. His keen sense 
of humour — in the stories 
she tells the children and 
in vignettes of his work 
with a chimp — helps the 
stoiy go down. 

Connelly dares to be un¬ 
sympathetic in a raw, 
heartbreaking perform¬ 
ance as a grieving mother 
who fears for her hus¬ 
band’s soul. But the 
wonky English accent is a 
constant distraction — al¬ 
most as much as her beau¬ 
ty. The part’s not a stretch 
for her having done the icy 
but supportive wife of a 
mad scientist before in A 
Beautiful Mind. 

Amiel’s flights of fancy 
that shorthand his theoiy 
of evolution are worth the 
price of admission — a 


bird falls from its nest, de¬ 
cays, provide food for para¬ 
sites, whose numbers grow 
and enrich the earth 
where new life springs 
forth. The cycle of life in 
all its cruelty and beauty 
sweeping by in a few sec¬ 
onds is genius, and mir¬ 
rored in the Darwin house¬ 
hold. 

Creation is an admirable 
piece of work in many 
ways, but it is heavy heart¬ 
ed and oppressive, which 
while understandable con¬ 
sidering the family’s expe¬ 
riences, is difficult. The 
landscape and interiors 
mirror the emotional beats 
in fascinating ways and the 
whiff of exoticism in Dar¬ 
win’s travels on the Beagle 
and the stories he tells, 
leaven the experience. For 
audiences willing to go the 
distance, it’s a rewarding 
and interesting ride.

Extraordinary Measures 
was created with good in¬ 
tentions, but it just can’t 
escape an unfortunate 
“disease of the week” TV 
movie quality. 

Though based on a true 
story, the screenplay is so 
rife with cliches and obvi¬ 
ous emotional manipula¬ 
tion that it doesn’t just tug 
on your heartstrings, but 
pulls on them with such 
brute force that you’ll want 
to file assault charges by the 
time the credits roll. 

There is the nucleus for 


a touching movie some¬ 
where in the material, but 
unfortunately the film¬ 
makers never quite found 
it. 

Brendan Fraser stars as 
John Crowley, a man who 
abandons his high paying 
job in an attempt to find a 
cure for the rare disease 
that threatens to take his 
children’s lives. 

Despite having no back¬ 
ground in science or medi¬ 
cine, Crowley seeks out 
the radical Dr. Stonehill 
(Harrison Ford) to form a 
partnership. Together they 
find funding at a high pro¬ 
file medical facility and set 
out to discover a cure. 

John Crowley is a real 
man who did quit his job to 
save his ailing children and 
his stoiy worthy of a film, 
just not one with a badass 
scientist who rocks out to 
loud music while staring in¬ 
to his microscope and 
countless scenes of actors 


getting weepy and looking 
thoughtfully off screen 
rather than expressing real 
emotions. 

You’ve seen Extraordi- 
naiy Measures many times 
before. The filmmakers 
made no attempt to avoid 


the trappings of the “termi¬ 
nally ill children” genre of 
cheap melodrama. 

Harrison Ford is admit¬ 
tedly funny as a surly scien¬ 
tist, but he plays a snarky 
movie character that is awk¬ 
wardly wedged into a true 


story. Brendan Fraser does 
his best as John Crowley, 
but sadly his role is limited 
to pouting and appearing 
stressed for 90 minutes im- 
til he can finally smile in 
the last reel. 

John Crowley’s story is 


certainly unique and inspir¬ 
ing enough to warrant a 
movie. This just isn’t the 
one he deserves.

REVIEW The best joke in 
High Life is also the first, as 
the film’s main character — 
a washed-out parolee/mor¬ 
phine addict played by Tim¬ 
othy Ol 5 q)hant — informs 
us via voice-over that, as far 
back as he could remember, 
he had always wanted to be 
a lawyer. 

It’s a winking paraphrase 
of Ray liotta’s scene-setting 
reminiscence in Goodfellas, 
and while Gary Yates’ Win¬ 
nipeg-set period thriller 
isn’t a patch on Martin 
Scorcese’s 1990 classic, it 
does reiterate one of its key 
themes: being a criminal is 
especially difficult when 
you’re high as a kite. 

Dick’s multi-part plan to 
defraud a series of ATM ma¬ 
chines (brand new as of the 
film’s 1983 setting) is actu¬ 
ally pretty clever, but popu¬ 
lating his crew with three 
fellow junkies — including 
his brutal former cellmate 
(Stephen McIntyre) and a 
callow ladies’ man he meets 
at an addiction support 
group (Rossif Sutherland) — 
is a less-than-genius move. 


Yates, who showed a deft 
touch in the grafter tale 
Seven Times Lucky, does 
well in opening up Lee Mc- 
Dougall’s award-winning 
play for the screen, aided in 
so small part by his game 
cast. 

Ol 5 q)hant gives a nicely 
straightforward perform¬ 
ance, ceding most of the 


best lines to the glowering 
McIntyre. 

Seasoned viewers will 
likely predict at least a few 
of the film’s second-half 
twists, but High Life under¬ 
stands that it’s best to quit 
while you’re ahead: its 78- 
minute running time leaves 
a winning impression of 
briskness.

Y ou can blame (or 
thank, depending 
on your point of 
view) Vincent K. 
McMahon for 
movies like Mr. Nanny and 
Abraxas. Both starred 
wrestlers — Hulk Hogan 
and Jesse Ventura respec¬ 
tively — and while WWE 
chief McMahon didn’t 
write or direct either of the 
films, he understood the 
promotional importance 
of allowing his wrestlers to 
make the leap from the 
ring to the big screen. 

It wasn’t always that 
way however. 

Although wrestlers 
have been appearing in 
movies for decades— 


wrestler Lenny Montana 
played The Godfather’s 
Luca Brazzi and Tor John¬ 
son, the Super-Swedish 
Angel, made 31 movies 
including the legendary 
Plan 9 From Outer Space 
— initially the powerful 
McMahon family actively 
tried to keep their 
wrestlers off the screen. 

For instance, the elder 
McMahon, Vincent J., 
who originally hired Hulk 
Hogan, refused him per¬ 
mission to appear in 
Rocky III. 

He resolutely believed 
wrestlers should fight, 
not act. It wasn’t until 
Vince Jr. stepped in and 
gave Hogan the go-ahead 
that the heyday of 
wraslin’ movies began in 
earnest. 

After that many of 
McMahon’s bigger-than- 


life wrestlers tried their 
hands at Holl 5 rwood star¬ 
dom, including Dwayne 
Johnson, a.k.a. The Rock, 
who headlines this week¬ 
end’s The Tooth Fai^. 

Most of movies in the 
wrestler genre aren’t 
great—filmjunk.com 
called Hulk’s Santa with 
Muscles a “crapter- 
piece”—but there are a 
couple of notable excep¬ 
tions. 

One of the more prolif¬ 
ic wrestlers-turned- 
actors, Canadian-born 
Rowdy Roddy Piper has 
dozens of movie credits, 
but his high point came 
in 1988’s They Live, 
where he delivered the 
now classic line, “I have 
come here to chew bub¬ 
blegum and kick ass. And 
I’m all out of bub¬ 
blegum.” It’s his “Hasta la 


vista, baby!,” and is one of 
the great action quotes of 
the decade. 

And while it is unlikely 
that WWE Hall of Famer 
Stone Cold Steve Austin 
could ever receive any 
kind of acting award un¬ 
less he did his trade- 
marked Axe Handle El¬ 
bow Drop on the entire 
Academy, he has held his 
in The Longest Yard and 
The Condemned and has 
three films coming out in 
2010. 

Recently Triple H, Stacy 
Keibler and Goldberg 
have all tried for acting 
careers and why not? 
McMahon calls his 
wrestlers “entertainers” 
and The Wrestler director 
Darren Aronofsky asked 
rhetorically, “Why aren’t 
wrestlers in SAG? If you 
really think about it, the 
Screen Actors Guild 
should organize them.”

REVIEW A quiet, sentimen¬ 
tal film exploring life and 
death, familial bonds and 
tradition. Departures se¬ 
duces his audience gor¬ 
geous landscapes, medita¬ 
tive performances and am¬ 
ple doses of comedy. 

Though longer than it 
needs to be and more than 
a bit predictable, the film 


is no less affecting. 
Whether or not it deserved 
the Oscar for best foreign 
language film, however, is 
up for debate. 

Gellist Daigo (Masahiro 
Motoki) finds himself out 
on the street after the or¬ 
chestra he plays for is dis¬ 
solved. 

At a loss, he packs up his 
patient wife and moves 
from the big city back to 
his small hometown, tak¬ 
ing over his late mother’s 
house. 

Thanks to a typo in a clas¬ 
sified ad, Daigo finds him¬ 
self taking the only job he 
can find: Working as an 
“encoffiner,” cleaning and 
dressing the recently de¬ 


ceased in an age-old but lit¬ 
tle-known Japanese cere¬ 
mony. The job understand¬ 
ably takes some getting 
used to. 

While dealing with 
death on a daily basis and 
suffering the insults and 
judgments of those closest 
to him, Daigo eventually 
must face the ghosts of his 
past. 

The fact that the 
metaphors used in the 
movie are obvious or easy 
to predict doesn’t make 
them any less successful, 
though, and Daigo’s emo¬ 
tional journey satisfies. 

The only real problem is 
that he and the film take 
so long to get to the point. 
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This week’s new releases are highlighted in pink.

Back from the dead

Whether it's singing about 
brushing her teeth with a 
bottle of Jack or tossing 
her cookies in Paris 
Hilton's closet at a party, 
Ke$ha — pop's newest 
sassy sister — knows her 
free-spirited, unabashed 
quest for unfettered fun 
doesn't make her the best 
role model for young 
admirers. 

Rather, the 22-year-old 
TiK ToK singer thinks her 
fans hold her high on her 
party-girl pedestal for being 
real and not afraid to sing 
about it. Ke$ha makes little 
attempt to tamp down her 
wild side. Thusly her first 
album, Animal, seems aptly 
titled. 

“I kind of think that this 
record embodies being an 
animal and giving into the 
animal side of yourself, and 
being really raw,” Ke$ha 
told Metro , before a private 
show in Toronto recently. 
She described her 14-song 


debut as “magical” and “a 
celebration of fun and 
youth, irreverence” and the 
resulting “papparazi-ness” 
as crazy. 

“Some songs are funny, 
and some of them are a 
bummer and some of them 
are just unapologetically 
sassy,” Ke$ha said. “Fm just 
being honest. I never said 
that 100 per cent of the 
things I have done are nec¬ 
essarily things to be copied, 
it’s really just like, I docu¬ 
mented my life.” 


Animal, released Jan. 5, 
quickly leapt to No. 1 much 
like TiK ToK catapulted to 
the top when it bounced 
onto airwaves in October. 
TiK ToK has held steady in 
singles charts and took 
platinum status in Canada, 
the U.S., Australia and New 
Zealand. 

Ke$ha admitted she was 
almost surprised TiK ToK, 
which Nielsen Soundscan 
called the most downloaded 
song in one week by a fe¬ 
male artist, was that good. 


“I had no idea. 1 actually, 
like, I wrote it and I didn’t 
think it was an54:hing spe¬ 
cial because I’ve written 
every song on my record so 
in the process of writing 
you get so excited and then 
afterwards you’re like, Ts it 
good? Is it bad?’ I had no 
idea,” she said. 

The LA.-born Ke$ha was 
raised on welfare and food 
stamps by her single moth¬ 
er, Pebe Sebert. Ke$ha grew 
up in Tennessee recording 
studios — Sebert co-wrote 
Old Flames Can’t Hold A 
Candle To You, which be¬ 
came a hit for Dolly Parton 
in 1980 — and was exposed 
to the tunes of Johnny 
Cash, Bob Dylan and Patsy 
Cline. 

On Animal Ke$ha cheeki¬ 
ly chronicles her experi¬ 
ences living life hard. 

“I wrote all the songs ... 
at a time when I lived in Los 
Angeles, and I went out all 
the time and, you know, 
did have drinks and did 
dance and did have un- 
apologetic, irreverent, 
breaking-into-house-parties 
kind of fun, so I never said 
that I’m the best role mod¬ 
el,” she said. “But I do think 
that if kids can take away 
anjAhing positive from the 
record it’s that you can 
have fun with eveiything 
and not take certain things 
... so seriously. I also don’t 
take myself that seriously.”

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Conan gets $45M to walk away 


NBC said Thursday it has 
reached a $45 million US 
deal with Conan O'Brien for 
his exit from the Tonight 
show, allowing Jay Leno to 
return to the late-night pro¬ 
gram he hosted for 17 
years. 

Under the deal, which 
came seven months after 
O’Brien took the reins from 
Leno, O’Brien will get more 
than $33 million, NBC said. 
The rest will go to his 200- 
strong staff in severance, 
the network said in an an¬ 
nouncement on the Today 
show 

His final show will be Fri¬ 


day, with Tom Hanks sched¬ 
uled to appear as well as 
Will Ferrell — the first 
guest O’Brien welcomed as 
Tonight host last June — 
and musical guest Neil 
Young. Leno will return to 
Tonight on March 1. 

“In the end, Conan was 
appreciative of the steps 
NBC made to take care of 
his staff and crew, and de¬ 
cided to supplement the 
severance they were getting 
out of his own pocket,” his 
manager, Gavin Polone, 
told The Wall Street Journal. 
“Now he just wants to get 
back on the air as quickly as 


possible.” 

O’Brien 
will be free

Author Quarrington, 56, loses battle with cancer 


OBIT Paul Quarrington, the 
multi-talented, award-win¬ 
ning Toronto author of 
Whale Music, has died. He 
was 56. 

“He passed peacefully at 
home in Toronto in the ear¬ 
ly hours surrounded by 
Mends and family,” said a 
statement on his website. 
“It is comforting to know 
that he didn’t suffer; he was 
calm and quiet holding 
hands with those who were 
closest to him.” 

Quarrington, who was di¬ 
agnosed with an advanced 


form of lung | 
cancer last 
year, main¬ 
tained a 
wide-ranging 
creative ca¬ 
reer over the 
past decades I 
as a play¬ 
wright, musi¬ 
cian, writer 
and filmmaker. 

He achieved perhaps his 
greatest success as a novel¬ 
ist and author. 

He won the Governor 
General’s literaiy Award for 



English-language fiction in 
1989 for Whale Music, 
which Penthouse magazine 
called “the best novel writ¬ 
ten about rock ‘n’ roll” up¬ 
on its release. 

He also won the Stephen 
Leacock Award for hmnour 
and the Ganada Reads com¬ 
petition for King Leary, and 
has twice been a finalist for 
the Trillium Book Award. 

Two of his more recent 
books — 2008’s The Ravine 
and 2004’s Galveston — 
were finalists for the Scotia- 
bank Giller Prize. 


Quarrington’s work 
ranged from novels to non¬ 
fiction, with a wide array of 
subject matter. What was 
consistent, however, was 
his keen sense of humour, 
along with a focus early in 
his career on down-and-out 
protagonists who slowly be¬ 
gin reconnecting with the 
outside world. 

A lover of sports and mu¬ 
sic, Quarrington wrote cele¬ 
brated literature about top¬ 
ics that were otherwise not 
considered highbrow.

Thai Pork Patties 
with Bok Choy 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 scallions, finely chopped 
1 lb (500 g) lean ground 
pork 

1 1/2 tsp (7 ml) Thai green 
curry paste 

2 tsp (10 mL) lemon grass

1 egg white 

2 tbsp (25 mL) Canola oil 
7 oz (200 g) bok choy,

6 oz (175 g) oyster 
mushrooms, sliced 
3/4 cup (175 ml) coconut 
milk 

1 tsp (5 ml) fish sauce 
1 tbsp (15 ml) sesame 
seeds 

METHOD: 

1. Mix scallions, pork, cur¬ 
ry paste, lemon grass and 
egg white until evenly 
bound together, pressing 
mixture firmly with back 
of mixing spoon. 

2. Divide mixture into 12, 
then shape into patties.
